Fresh Air Facts. 

In the first place, answering the pos- 
sible query, “What bus all this talk 
about fresb air dupe for bumanity?" | 
would say tbat it bas lowered the 
death rate from consumptiou over 40 
per cent in the last thirty years. Ip 
the same period it bas reduced the 
death rate amoug people under thirty 
years of age nbout 80 per cent. It 
bas done 8» much that cautious, con- 
servative scientific men are looking 
forward to a coniplete eradication of 
consumption and otber communicable 
diseases and their banishment to the 
Mmbo where the “black death” and 
smallpox bave been driven. 

Pure air is composed of, approxt- 
mately, seventy-pine parts nitrogen and 
twenty-ove parts oxygen, a trace of 
earbon dioxide, vapor of water and 
minute quantities of other elements 
whieh have no known influence op the 
body. After alr is expelled from the 
longs {ft covtains, ax Priestley first 
Gegonstrated. an iucressed amount of 
carbon dioxide and a reduced amount 
of oxygen. 

It bas been estimated that eacb per- 
sop requires 3,000 cubic ‘feet of fresh 
air pet bour if the proportion of car- 
bon dioxide is to be kept below 6 parts 
ip 10,000-—-the pure air limit. 

‘It unjust not be thought that carbon 
diox in excess of that quantity is 
particularly harmful. If unmingled 
with other impurities it may be pres- 
ent in the proportion of 50 to 100 
parts per 10.000 without endangering 
life.

. Microbes, but the system is laid open 


to their attacks by the conditions 
above described. 

The absence of vapor of water is 

usually the result of faulty heating 
methods. A hot air furnace or stove 
will supply unduly dry air unless 
some device is uxed for supplying 
moisture. Such devices are ordinarily 
attached to furnaces in the form of a 
amall reservoir opening into the air 
supply. Neglect to keep this reservoir 
filled witb water is a serious mistake 
and may be respensible for much dis- 
comfort and iliness. Where nu such 
device is a part of the beating appara- 
tus a vessel of water should be paced 
upon the stove or at some point where 
the bot air will pass over it and take 
up the moisture: otherwise it will take 
the moixture from the body. 
.. The temperature-in the hotse sbould 
not ‘be allowed .to rise above Gh de- 
grees. Neglect of this precaution is 
frequeutly responsible for undue sus 
ceptibility to colds, 


Some Ventilation Points. 

In considering the practical problem 
of ventilation the following items ure 
of wost importance: 

. The most efficieut means of ventilat- 
ing, especially in the winter time, ts 
the heating system. The bot air fur- 
pace, whicb insures a constant supply 


tew if the air is supplied direct to 
each room and the precautions taken 
to keep the air moist which | have 
already outlived. While this system 


this usually escupes through tbe cracks 
of doors and windows. It is desir 
able, bowever, to bave open fireplaces 
wherever possible to insure the rapid 
escape of vitiuted alr. Where stoves 
are employed the air is not changed 
very rapidly, and the dangers of con- 
tamination from coal gas necessitate 
some special means of ventilation. An 
excellent measure is to raise the lower 
sasb of a window about four inches 
‘and close the opening with an accu- 
rately fitting board. This will allow 
the air to come in between the two 
sasbes witbout causing a draft. Two 
holes may be cut ip this board and 
small boxes opening toward the ceil- 
ing placed over them. 

As frequeutliy as possible living 
rooms sbould be thoroughly ventilated 
by opening all windows and dours und 
rapidly and cowpletely changing (be 
air. 
Where the bot water or steam sy* 
tem is used for heating the above pre 
cautions are also advisable, ax such 
systems dy not providg any medus of 
ventilation. 


Ventilating at Night. : 
The problew of venUlating at night 
is™much simpler, but iu all these mat 
ters common sense and caution. must 
be used. In the winter time pre 
cautions sbould be taken against 
drafts, but a thorough ventilation of 
the sleeping rooms should be rigidly 
maintained regurdiess of the condition 
of the weather. It is usually possi- 
ble to bave free ventilation without 
draft by properly placing the bed. 
The ideal method, however, is to have 
a sleeping poreb or balcony, where one 
may sleep practically in the open. Such 
a porch cap easily be@adjusted for 
protection from inclement weather. 
Another method is the window tent. 
This is very much like apn ordinary 
window awning, but is placed on the 
inside of the window, over the upper 
rt of the sleeper’s body, completely 
ba him off from the air of the 


room. This method bas the ndvantage 


-ef insuring the constant breathing of 


outside air without drafts and at the 
same time keeping the temperature of 
the room fuirly warm. , ‘

Mr. Butler Talks On St. John. 

Mr. M. J. Butler, Dominion Iron & 
Steel Co., made some important re- 
marks at the Canadian Club in 8t. 
John the other night. Mr. Butler 
thinks that city ought to be the model 
port of America. He says Montreal is 
to be Canada’s summer port and &t. 
John the haven of the winter mari- 
ner. He commented on the facilities 
of St. John—in the front row with 
the best of any town in the Dominion 
to-day. Courtenay Bay on the east 
of the harbor gave the ex-railroader 
an idea. Why does not enterprise get 
a spade and dredge the bay and knock 
a few more wharves into shape? An- 
other point of Mr. Butler’s: 


“With proper freight handling me- 
chanism tween the wharves and 
steamers, your port, figuratively 


speaking, would be on an average of 
about 250 or 300 miles inland.” He 
fished out a mpa during his lecture 
to the club, and traced the future of 
St. John. He reminded the diners 
that they would be sure of roping in 
the transcontinental roads—St. John 
would be a big terminal point in five 
years. He also referred to the Hudson 
Bay dream fast approaching reality. 
Mr. Butler set out to prove that if | 
Hudson Bay and Straits are navig- 
able, the Maritime Provinces will find 
it much easier to ship their stuff up 
to Port Nelson, across the Bay to 
the West. And where does St. John 
come in if this is so? Me. Butler’s 
answer: “St. John is the natural port 
vf the Maritime Provinces.”

King Edward's Card-Indexes. 


Several persons of importance when 
first presented to King Edward ex- 
pressed their amazement at the mar- 
vellous knowledge His Majesty 
sessed Concerning their affairs, their 
achievements, and the members of 
their family. As people never obtain- 
ed access to His Majesty without a 
previous appointment or invitation, 
the sovereign had plenty of time to 
order those under him to look up 
particulars of the “‘caller’’ and place 
the same before him. In this way 
the King became quite intimate with 
the affairs of the majority of the peo- 
ple -who entered his palace. 

It is not generally known that King 
Edward for many years ran a series 
of cird-indexes, of the kind eommon 
in all large commercial houses. These 
were kept at Buckingham Palace, 
and when a person not attached to a 
royal family called upon the King, 
his name, together with a short ac- 
count of what passed at the inter- 
view, particulars of his career and 
his achievements, and a short history 
of his family, were placed on a card 
and filed in the usual way. If the 
“caller” again visited the King, the 
card-index was consulted. In_ this 
wxy His Majesty was able to recall 

mind who and what his visitor 
was, and prepare himself accordingly. 

At several courts of Europe, includ- 
ing Britain, brief records of scandals 
affecting people are preserved, in 
order that the appearance at court of 
those compromised thereby may be 
avoided. The British royal records 
of unpleasant incidents are kept by 
the Lord Chamberlain’s department. 

People who invite the King and 
Queen to dinner must escort their 
royal guests into the dining-room first 
and see that th@®y are placed in the 
centre of one side of the table, with 
the principal guests on both sides of 


them. It is considered etiquette for 
people to address the King as ‘‘Sir” 
and the Queen as “Madam.”

In 
1883 he accepted Lord Armstrong's of- 
fer of a splendid position in the Els- 
wick works, and two'years later he 
was secured by the Admiralty, where 
he remained until a breakdown in 
his health caused his retirement in 
1902, when he was awarded a special 
grant of money by vote of Parliament 
in recognition of exceptional services 
to the navy. On one occasion he near. 
ly lost his life in a submarine. The 
boat stuck in the mud at the bottom, 
and was only brought up in the nick
